CLOSING SCENES. | 


Tbhuraday opeved most auspiciously 
for the last and most important day 
ofthecommencement. The weather 
was clear, Cool and bracing, and 
hundreds of extra visitors were ad- 
d:d to the large number already pres- 
ent.

At 10 o’clock the exercises of the 
day were commenced in the chapel. 
The rostrum was occupied by a large 
number of distinguished persons, 
among the number, his Excellen- 
lency, Gov. Brogden,who arrived by 
the morning train,aud a host of other 
State Officials, members of Congress, 
State Senators, members ofthe House 
of Representatives, &c. 

A beautiful anthem by the choir 
and prayer by the Rev. W. H. Bob- 
bitt were firat in order, after which 
commenced 

THE SENIOR SPEAKING. 

Mr. Thomas Taylor, of Granville 
county, delivered the salutatory ad- 
dress in Latin. We can only say 
that he spokein a clear and distinct 
voice, with easy and graceful gestures 
and in his ‘‘furrin’ tongue”? seemed 
pertectly at home. 

Distinction’ Marks, by John Long 
Brewer, of Randolph county, was a 
most excellent speech, and well de- 
livered. It was said to be by several 
competent judges the speech of the 
day. 

True Manhood, the Demand of the 
Age, by Wm. Robert Odeil, of Greens- 
boro, was also a literary gem, and its 
delivery reflected credit on the tal- 
ented voung gentleman. 


Higher Statesmanship, by Julian 
Lucian Holmes of Davidson, a good 
speech, and but for the misfortune of 
pitching too high would have been 
well delivered. 

Party Spirit, by A. D. Brooks of 
Chatham, was well delivered and the 
sentiment of the speech denoted a 
clear practical! mind. The young 
gentleman acquitted himself hand- 
somely. 

Every Man in His Place, by Henry 
W. Spinks, of Randolph. The sen- 
timent of the speech was very good 
but he too suffered from the misfor- 
tune of the “high pitch’’ and the de- 
livery was rather strained. 


The Maximum Point of Culture, by 
Wyatt Alpha Wi!born of Trinity. 
A capital apeech aud welland hand- 
somely. delivered. Jdeals, by B. H. 
Headen of Randolph, was also claim- 
ed by many tobe the speech of the 
day. It wascertaiuly very good aud 
won for the talented young orator 
the well merited applause of the au- 
dience, to say nothing about a num- 
ber of boquets thrown In, good meas- 
ure. 

The Pulpit, by James Manly 
Rhodes of Wayne, was an ably writ. 
ten and well delivered address show- 
ing conclusively the brilliant and fer- 
tile mind otf the author. Mr. Rhodes 
proposes to enter the ministry at once 
and we congratulate the Conference 
upon this valuable accession to its 
ran ka, 

Huzzas, by James Milton Brown, 
of Randolph, was a humorous,though 
well written and ably delivered 
spech. He was the only speaker 
that was applauded ip the middle of 


his speech. 

Self Assertion, by Benjamin Rob- 
inson Hall of Fayetteville,was in our 
opinion oneof the best speeches of 
the day. Many said it was the best. 
Mr. Hall, who we learn will soon 
enter the ministry, is a gentleman of 
snperior intellect and his talents are 
peculiarly fitted for the high cailing 
he has in view. He will be an or- 
nament to the pulpit, and we are 
glad to see that the standard of the 
Methodist Conference of North 
Carolina is being raised, by the 
co-operation of Trinity College in 
sending toits depleted ranks men of 
the talent and ability of Miss Rhodes 
and Hall. 

Executive Strength, by David Bas- 
com Nicholson, of Magnolia, was a 
capital speech, but its effect lessened 
by the same unfortunate high key 
note, heretofore referred to. Despite 
the misfortune which was irremedia- 
bie, Mr. Nicholson came out with 
flying colors and won the just plaudit 
of the congregation ‘‘well done.” 


Free Thought, by Marshal Albert 
Gray of Kinston. The _ senti- 
ments was very good and_ the 
delivery superb.

An Honored Relic. 


When Gen. Sherman’s'§ army 
passed through Raleigh iu 1865, some 
soldier robbed the State archives of a 
letter written by Gen. John Steele, 
of Revolutionary memory, to Gov. 
Alexander Martin, dated New York, 
May 17th, 1890. The soldier sold the 
letter to the Editor of the Wasbing- 
ton City Chronicle, who published it 
asa curiosity. Mr. D. R. Goodloe 
saw it and purchased it from the edi- 
tor for $5. He has now brought it 
back and pro to restore it as a 
gift to the rightful owner—the State 
of North Carolina. 

In it occurs this passage, bearin 
upon the history of the times an 
showing with what tender regard the 
rights of even the smallest States 
were respected : 

‘**A bill has lately been the 


‘Senate and sent* to us for concur- 


rence, designed to prohibit any fur- 
ther intercourse with Rhode Island, 
until she shall ratify.’”” (The Con- 
stitution U.S.) ‘‘Itis tyrannicaland 
arbitrary in the highest degree, and 
the author of it, indeed the Senate by 
passing it, seems to have lost sight of 
that political connection which once 
existed, and of that spirit of 
moderation and natural forbearance 
which ought forever to subsist be- 
tween governments related as they 
are to us, as well as between individ- 
uals. That State, tho’ comparatively 
small, was not backward in the late 
Revolution ; she peformed essential 
servicesin the common cause; she 
sustained important sacrifices, and 
is therefore entitled to respect. How 
farin her present politics she has 
been wrong? Or how far right ? are 
questions which time only can de- 
cide.” | 
Gen. Steele wasa distinguished pa- 
triot of the Revolution; and after the 
war held various posts of trust and 
honor, and among others that of first 
comptroller of the Treasury under 
Washington and the elder Adams. 
In every position he was marked for 
strict integrity, great ability and en- 
lightened statesmauship. He was a 
native of Rowan county in this State, 
where his descendents now reside. 
It is said that nearly all great men 
have been born of great women. The 
mother of Gen. Steele was distin- 
uished among the ‘‘ women of the 
volution’’ for her many virtues, 
and for her devoted attachment t» 
thecause of American liberty. It 
was at her house, says Wheeler, iu 
the evening of the Ist of February, 
1781, that the ‘‘ Fabius of America,”’ 
Gen. Greene, after riding hard all 
day, iu the rain, arrived, ‘ fatigued, 
hungry, alone and penniless,’” as he 
expressed himself to Dr. Read, who 
had charge of the sick and wounded 
risoners at that place. Mrs. Steele 
bead this, and the fire of patriotism 
was augmented by that deep sym pa- 
thy which woman’s heart ever 
feels for distress. Hardly aad 
General Greene seated himself at 
a weil spread _ table, before 
a cheerful fire, when Mrs. Steele en- 
tered and reminded her distinguished 
~ bane that she had overheard his 
esponding remark to Dr,,.Read ; she 
drew from under her apron two 
small bege of specie, her earnings for 
years. Take these, she said, for you 
will want them; I can do without 
them. Never! says his biographer, 
did relief come ata more ready mo- 
ment, and the hero resumed his 
dangerous journey that night, with 
a heart lightened by woman’s kind- 
ness und her devotion to the cause 
of her country. 
On the wall of the room occupied 
by Gen. Greene was suspended a 
rtrait of George III., which had 
sane sent as a present from England, 
from a friend at court, to one of Mrs. 
Steele’s connections. 
Filled with the mournful recollec- 
tions of the sufferings of his coun- 
try, and the innocent |blood that 
even that day had been spilled by 
the myrmidons of royalty, General 
Greene took it from the wall 
and wrote on the back : ‘‘Oh George! 
hide thy face and mourn,’’ and re- 
placed it, with the face to the wall.f 
The portrait is, or ought to be in the 
possession of Goy..Swain’s represen- 
tatives, and the writing is said to be 
still legible.

ROOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC CON- 


Com, 
RALEIGH, June Ist, 


To the People of North Carolina : 


The General Assembly at its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
6: day of September next, for the 
purpose of. suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic iaw as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 


NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 


The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted. and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
vument. Itis true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
‘he call fora convention ; but their 
action Was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and tke prosperity of our peo- 
pie checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some harsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That feat no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the United States will 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government,and feel a satisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at last arrived when the. officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
people of North Carolina bave the 
same right to manage their local 
eoncerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We can proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interesis ef our people. ' 
fHE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 

OF “MILITARY LAW. ~ 

This Constitution, the creature of 


Military dictation, was born in the | 


throes of a Military  reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
lived amoneus Without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-baggers, both black 
and white—ahen. in feeling and 
Radical in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where kKnown—to despoil and hu- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ignorand Negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
bad read it cr wes even moder- 
ately familiar its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 


rary, and to escape further agitation 


and revolution. Itis natural there- 
fure that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edto our coudition, and that we 
shou'd embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in language clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to inference or construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehended by all men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
partment of the government should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
eanpot by unwarranted enecroach- 
menis embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

THE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 

CONDITION. 

Tiat the Constitution contains 
some good provisions ho one denies; 
it would be sinvular if it did not, 
but its ubominable characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative member ofthe Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced 
to aflix his signature to it, as a fit in- 
strument to be submitted tothe peo- 
pie. Indeed its provisions are so loose- 
iy worded and so badiy arranged as 
to constitute but a medley otincon- 
sisteneies that defies the successful 
co struction of the eourts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difficulties arising from, 
its practical workings,the court bas in 
soine instances been driven to supply 
omissious, and in others to intro- 
duce a pew principle, hitherto un- 
known in the juridical history ofour 
State, disti bguished as ‘judicial 
istation,” an inno¥Vation anti-repub- 
lican in character and invasive of the 
rights and duties of aseparate depart- 
ment. {ts previsions #re so obscure 


that within the brief. space of its ex-. 


matiy ‘more decisions on con- 
stitutional questions have been de- 
manded thau in the entire previous 
history of the ;State—and, of late we 
have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of two sets of judges in both 
the 2d and 8th Judicial Dnustricts, 
eontending for the same position 

one of which claiming to hoid by at 
appointment from the Governor jor a 


period of ten years, an office that the 


Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to be 
eightyears. 

In many counties, there is a prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts. are 
inadequate to the public demands, 


and tius they are driven to resort to- 


special terms, which are expensive 
and unsatisfactory, and persons ac- 
eused of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months without trial. 
We need a speedier justice and aless 
expensive judiciary system... We 
should abolish every useless office, 
which is now filled by a mere cousu- 
mer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affairs, e3n we hope to restore 
the State to prosperity. Itis believed 
that the laws will be more impartial- 
ly administered by a return tothe old 
practice of a rotation of the Judges. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE 9 CRIMINAL 
LAW NECESSARY. 


It is also hoped that a greater in- 
centive to honesty and a purification 
of the ballot box might result from 
depriving those who are convicted of 
infamous crimes of the elective fran- 
chise. 

The matter of the Penitentiary 
which already contains more than 
six hundred able-bodied men, also 
demands careful and practica' atten- 
tion, to remove in some measure that 
burden from our shoulders, Most of 
our private legislation should be ex- 
cluded from the General Assembly. 
However, our limited space does not 
permit us to cataloguethe numerous 
defects and imperfections of the pres- 


erit constitution or to enumerate the 


remedies to be offered.

CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES. 


As to the specific changes that 
ought to be made, these are to be con- 
sidered by the citizens of the various 
counties, who should be careful to se- 
lect as delegates those who will prop- 
erly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesman- 


ship, spotless integrity, representa- 


tives of all classes of society, aud 
whose positions among them will en- 
title their labors to confidence 
and support—and in their hands 
they certainly can more safely con- 
fide their rights than in the Conven- 
tion of 1868. . 


METHODS OF CHANGE. 


Of the two methods prescribed for 
changing the Constitution, that by 
legislative enactment is expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous; the several 
amendments recently submitted to 
and ratified by the people eneoun- 
tered the greatest difficulties in their 
passage, and even after the will of the 
people was declared in their favor 

y over 40,000 majority, serious appre- 
hensions were entertained as to 
Whether they were proper'y adop‘ed; 
again, legislators when possessed of 
qualifications for such duties, are en- 
combered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to 
each provision presented for consid- 


cisins.as may imperil their labors. 

The Convention method is speedy 
and economical, the body is com- 
posed only of the sg3me nunrber of 
members as comprise the House of 
Representatives, and their minds are 
directed alone to constitutional re- 
forms and their work may be com- 
pleted and ratified, if necessary, in 
six months. As to the expenses that 
may be incurred, it is belieyed they 
will be more than defrayed in a short 
time by the.reforms that will be in- 
augurated. 

The restrictions imposed by the 
Legislature, fully and amply seeure 
the Homestead, Mechanics Lien, 


Rights of married women, and Pre-. 


sonal Liberty, and should quiet the 
fears of the most timid, for they are 
recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by the friends of 
constitutional reform. Indeed they 
were iucorporated in the bill mainly 
to remove partizan clamor, and antic- 
ipate unscrupulous agitation. They 
are not the property of amere party,

+ QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES. 


It is useless, however, to seek to 
quiet the mere caviller; the keen op- 
ties ofsome persons defy all law.— 
The mere fact that the honor of the 
best men in the State is pledged to 


‘their preservation, should satis- 
fy every reasonable voter. This 
Convention is called pursu- 


fore ‘the shall -be permitted to sit, 
to be entitled to a seat in said Con- 
vention or act as a delegate thereto,’’ 
shall swear to ovserve these ‘restric- 
tions’’ (see acts 1874-5).
